ARCH ZOLOGICAL DISCOVERY 
AT ALEXANDRIA. 


UNEARTHED AT OM KUBBEE. | 


Daring the quarrying operations in connec- 
tion with the new harbour works at Gabbari 
by Messrs, Almagid, an interesting tomb has 
been revealed, at the foot of the hill of Om 
el Kabebeh, on its N. EB side. 

The tomb is quite near the rea and in the 
immediate vicinity of some conspicnous ele- 
vated houses on the sum-vit of the hill. It is 
cut ont of the solid reck like that of the 
Ptolomais temple at. the Catfscomba six 
han 16d yards farther tothe 8. W. It has 
an entrance court’ about twenty. feet sqaare 
from which a flight of half-a-dozen step»—in 
front of which, at their base, stands an altar 
in situ—lead up to the iaterior. 

The tomb it-elf is » "rectangular building 
about nine feet eqoare and of the same height, 
having s waggon-shaped roof, painted, and 
onntsining eighty one equaro medallions, nine 
squares in esch row, each +qasro measuring 
about s foot each way. These medallions 
have apparently contained portraita or pic- 
tores, but theee are, for the most part, now 
nndistingnishsb'e. The plaster of the walls 


is alco painted and decorated, but mnoch of 


this has suffered either from time or at the 
hands cf the qnarrymen. 

The .entrance to the tomb faces N. BE. and 
at ite 8, W. inner end is a huge sarcophagas 
ocrnpying the entire width of the tomb, and 
having st each of its ends two superposed 
stone pillows cf great s'ze, painted like the 
rest of they tomb, as is the interior of the 
sarcopbagéa, : : 

Members of thé Alexandris Arche logical 
Seciety or others interested in such matters 
rhould lose no time in paying a visit tothe 
tomb, ‘as it stands in such a position as to 
mrke it impossible to preserve it, in view of 
the works being carried out, and,its removal 
ix oly s qnestion of a few days, doring 
which it is hoped that steps will be taken 
by the Municipal Murenm Committee to have 


an accurate drawing made of it.

EXTENDED TO EGYPT AND 


In view of the exceptional relations between 
His Mrjosty’s Government snd that of the 
Khedive, it has been arranged to extend the 
penpy postage to Rgypt and the Sadan from 
Sth instant. 


In conformity with Article 2! of the Treaty 
of the Postal Union, signed at Washington on 
15th June, 1597, ao _arrangeme.t has just 
been concluded between\ th United Kingdom 
and Egypt by which letters frum Great Britain 
to Byypt aud the Sudan will be prepaid one 
penny for every half-oonce .and letters from 
Ezypt and the Sudan to the United Kingdom 
will be prepaid 5 milliemes for every 15 
grammes. (This arrangement (as stated by 
Router) wil) come into force on the 15th inst. 

In notifymg the above arrangement to the 
Interna'ional Bureau at Berne, the Postmaster 
General of Bgypt stated that he was sdthoris- 
ed by the Khedive's Government to enter into 
similar arrangemevta with any other country 
that would be willing to offer reciprocity. 

It will be interesting in this connection to 
note that the number of letters sent to the 
Unitea Kingdom from Egypt in the oovrse of 
& year ts 800,00, whi.e-letters from the U. K. 
to Bgypt number 1,.0u,000.

INCEPTION OF THE SCHEME. 


STATISTICAL FACTS. , 
(Faom ovr Bsyaout ConresPonDENt). 
(No. I). 

On the initiation of the Hedjsz Railwsy 
scheme expressions of derision and doubt drove 
from all qnarters, and some of the serious 
papers of Buropé held that this colossal enter- 
prise was doomed to failure. The'r view was 
based on tha frct of the insolvency’ of the 
Tarkish treasary,ani the anre'isbility of Tark- 
ish methods as illustrated in the reanlts of 
past and oxisting maladministration. Bat these 
practical seers failed to take into account, in 
their self-complacent predictions, an glement 
which is mightier than the sword or gold, for 
withoat it there ate so many pieces of “trert 
matter, and it constitutes the sonl thereof. 
This element is religions esal and solidarity 
controlled by # masterly spirit. In every haman 
breast this force, all the more mizhty because 
ungeen,and nntrammelled by the limitations of 
moasrrable matter, ligg latent, and he who can 
stir it into active life, and can weld its myriad 
manifsstations into one hsrmonious common 
action, ia the man who makes world-conqnests, 
whother pescefal or warlike, snd hands his 
name to posterity as a hero. 

Tho great events of history were simp! ly the 
outcoms of a grast ides inspirad into millions 


. of hearta and materialised by’ anited action. 


Sultan Abdal Hamid, as the conceiver of the 
grest Pan-Islamic idea and tho originator of 
the Hedjsz railw sy schema, as a tangible 
exprossion, of ‘the grast idea, claims now a 
place among the great men of the world. It 
was with nothiog short of genias that he 
workad into the loose body of Islam the 
leaven ‘of the Pan-Islamic federation. Babold 
the scattered millions of Moslems now ra'lying 
around the inevitable banner,more potent than 
onog the Graen Flag: Indeed the Hamidieh- 
Hoedj.z nailway is only a concrete manifesta- 
tion of the power that the great idea brought 
ont into lifs, a determining cause for the anion 
of Islam—a rallying point for the gathering of 
its scattered legions. 

The Zsidia may continue their guerilla war- 
fare,the Drases of Haoran may renew it,and they 
may, indeed, wins victory or xo, bat the throne 
of Abdal Hamid in Constantioople will stand 
and can albne be a fit repre-entative of Moslem 
power and sovereignty. The Arab is too 
essentislly afomad, and too much ont of the 
way, in aa arid country hardly in touch with th- 
civilised world, while he is too ignora t of 
modern methods and the diplomatic science, 
and far inferior to tha Tark in that cosmo, 
politan versatility which has played for caxtar a+ 
with Earopaan ata’ermanship, to by able to 
take his ataad with tha Sovareig 1s of Earope, 
aod: fitly aod worthily represent the vast 
empire of Is!am io the internatirnal councils 
of the world. And the more the Mos'em gets 


edosated the stronger will be his sense of 


pride: he will ba satisfied on'y with the sove- 
reign of a great dyonsty, that can taka, and 
has, indeed, takea equal radk with the crowned 
ralera of Christendom: 

It would be idle to disonss the Holj.z 
railway from an economic standpoint. Save 
for the Caiffa Dara branch, which crosses the 
fertile plain of Jazraal Marj Ibn Amir—and 
part of the Jordao Valley —B! Ghor—the line 
traverses through a great part of its length 
arid tracts that have not even commercial 
possibilities.

With 
his keen-intelligenoe, Bowever he conld raise 
vast some in other ways, and this by an appeal 
to which all the Moslems of the world coald 
not -bat respond., Indeed the Saltan with 
masterly tough strack-the sensitive chord in 
the great heart of Islam, and like a great psy- 
chologist, exploited the two grest fealiogs that 
underlie haman sction, and thst lay at the 
‘root of the great movements of history, viz, 
the religious instinct and worldly vanity. Those 
who could not respond to the religious emotion 
he attracted by decorations, and from all the 
corners of the world gold flowed into the coffers 
of the Imperial Company, and with right 
royal manificeuce in many cases. India, 
China, Egypt, Zanzibar, and wherever Moslems 
exist in Afrios, Asin. and Eastern Riropa —all

Yet another method of constructing: nok 
dqueons work was a few years ago applied in 
Egypt to the constraction of two important 
weirs down-stream of the Delta barrage. Cémen’ 


usod in the, form, of groat, fur cementing 


together materials ynder water, bad been 
successfally used in yarious ways by different 
engineers, and votably.in the Hermitage Break 
water, Jersey, by the late Mr. W. R. Kivipple 
whose advocacy of the system attracted: th 
attention of the irrigation officials in ;Bgypt. 
and eventually led to its adoption for the weir+ 


The core and footing walls up to the level of 
water in the river, avd also the foundations of 


the locks associated with the weirs, were formed 
ander water by the cement-gront sy-tem. A 
trench was fir-t dredged across the river bed to 
the dimensions and levels of the weir crora 
section. The two walls of the weir were then 
“tormed of a continuous ,svccession of block 
from side to side of the river by means. of 
bottomless *bexes” put together in the dreiead 
trench with, the he!p of floating plant. The 
boxes, being formed, were filled up to waterlevel 
with rot ble of sll sizes that a man conld carry, 
thrown jo round fonr perforated pipes fixed 


vertically at eqoal intervals along the centre 


of the box. Cement groot was then poured 
down other pipes inserted in the perforated 
pipes and gradually raised as the’ grout rose 
from below. The povring waa continued nnti) 
the gront monnted to the level of the river 
water. The bex and ita contents were then left 
alone till the following morning, when it was 
fovnd thit the block bad set -anfficiently to 
stand by itself. Tbe parts of the box containing 
it were than cast looar, and moved forward ta 
form the next bleck, and so on scrozs the river. 
Special arrangements bad to be madp to get in 
the lock foundations, as the finished floor enr- 
face’was wall below river.water level. The rides 
of the lock ares were first made by lines of 
blocks formed in tha sama way and with the 
same apparatos ss the core-wall. ‘Tbe two ends 
of tha lock-apace wera thon closed hy timbering 
and sheet pilea, completing the rectangolar en- 
cloanre covering the lock area, An enormonr 
box was thas formed, within.which,. at eqoal 
intervala of ‘abo t 8ft, vertical perforated 
pipes ware fixed. Rabble was then throwa in 
all over the space round the pipes till sour dings 
showed that aboot 5ft. height of stone wae 
deposited. Grooting was next carried on from 
one end to the other till the grout had rirenall 
over to the eame height sé the stone. The work 
was then left ondisturbed for\three days, after 
which interval the encld-ed-water was pomped 
out and the surface of the grouted platform 
cleared and clesned. Tha rest of the lock was 
then bvilt in the dry with the water of the 
river excladed by the sides of tha rectangular 
encloaore,and all springs from below rendered 
impotent by the floor of grouted rabhla The 
side lines of blocks were built into the lock 
walls asthe work progressed, and the tem- 
porary ends of the rectangle were removed 
down to floor level on the completion of 
the look. 

The advantages of this system of cement- 
grouting are that the springs never get achance 
of troubling, and the sub-squeous work con- 
stracted by ita employment is perfrct in qnality 
and of a strength more than snffi-ient. No ex 
peosive plant is required and no akilled labonr, 
except only a few carpenters and mechanics to 
prepare the parts of which the bexer are formed, 
and a few intelligent supervisions to direct the 
putting of them/ together. ‘I'he system has alan 
the merit of rapidity of constraction. The objec- 
tion to.it is jf@ costlines, thoagh much of the 
expenditaré in cement is balanced by economy; 
in staff and in all the extra ontlay which go- 
companies s prolongstion of the period of 
construction, ©, 

Before leaving the anbj ot of thee weirs, a 
few remarks.on the design may be conveniently 
made here, as it illustrates some of the!atest 
ideas aboot weir constraction Moreover, this 
design may be lovked opon as the Exyptian 
version of the [dian type, for it is 9 onpy, 
with modifications, ofthe Sone weir. A distin- 
guished Anglo Indian irrigation engineer, who 
had. mach ‘to do .with the Sone weir, has 
expressed an opinion that the Beyptian design 
is ‘sabnormally strong. In tha case of works 
subject to a head of water and to. the action of 
a river of varying discharges, it is d fficnlt to 
decide what is sofficient strength. It does not 
pay to be /ess than atfiicient ; better a pound- 
worth above the safety limit than a penny-worth 
below. This maxim is a good one for engineers, 
bot it is, no doubt, desirable not to exagee- 
rate ondaly the asfoty margin. Referring to the 
cross section it will be seen that the weir ia 
made op of the principal or core wall, a footing 
wall, pscking of clay, filling of rnbble, and a 
talus of beavy blecka overlying a bed of «mall 
pebbles and stones. The core wall is intended 
to be » watertight dam, t» ho'd op water to 
its crest withont lexkage. ‘To rravent water 
creeping nnder it, stiff clay is added on-stream 
and weighted with rnbble to-make a water-tight 
Janction with the river bed. Clay is al-o added 
down-atrasm, and similarly w ighted, to give 
Width of base, and prevent springs rising in 
the river bed nearer to the cora wall than the 
downstream edge of the olay. The dry rabble 
filling and snrfare pecking are to prevent

THE SLEEPING SICKNESS PERIL. 

Lieatenant-Colonel Hayes Sadler, in his 
report on the Uganda Protectorate for 
"904-5, states that the fisbirg population 
of the Victoria Nyanza is rapidly becoming 
extinct from sleeping sickness. No remedy 
has been found for the disease, which con- 
tinoed un-bated during the year in the 
Lake regions of Uganda and Basoga. With the 
exception of the Nile Province.sleeping sickness 
sppesra to have confined itself to the ‘Lake 
regions, & belt aboot ten-miles in depth roand 
the Victoria Nyanza, where it first appeared 
and here and on the adjacent, islands the mor- 
tality has been appalling, over, 10,000 of the 
people in these districts having been carried off 
withio the last four years. Latterly, the disease 
has begon te attack Boropeans.

EGYPTIAN COTTON IN UGANDA. 

In Uganda Ezyptian cotton does not appear 
to thrive as well as American. Severa'e experi- 
ments have been commenced in the protecto- 
rate with cotton, several varieties of which are 
undergoing trial, and-the results already ob- 
tained indicate that American Upland oottdn 
will probably be foond more avitable for oulti- 
vation id Uganda than Egyptian varieties. 
Several tons of Egyptian seed — Mitafifi, Arh- 
moupi,yand Absssi — were distributed to plan- 
ters and natives for trial, bot the American 
Upland seems to do better than any of these 
and furnishes cotton of longer staple than in 
,its native country. Arrangements are in pro- 
gress to obtain trained pupils from the Indian 
Agricnltural Colleges to instract the natives 
the pr»per mechods of sotton caltivat ion.

SPECULATION IN AMERICAN YARN. 


The manipulations inthe American cotton 
market are having a serious effect upon Lan- 
casbire’s staple industry. The present rates in 
the raw material are higher than they have 
been for s considerable time, past, and the 
fearin expressed that they will be increased 
still-further by continved manipuiatidn. Trade 
in American kinds has beet poor for some 
mont: s owing largely to the cotton sitaation, 
bot th ng« have gat t sach a pass that already 
there ix talk of shatting down for a few works 
in the Oldham and South Lancashire districts 
where cop twist is spun. 3 

Last week a sub-committee of the Fodera- 
tion met, and the question of a lessened con- 
sumption of cotton to circamvent the bulls and 
to learen the ontpat of yarn was mentioned. It 
is probable that another meetirg will be held 
in order to prepara a report for the general 
committes of the Faderation. Tha whole sitoa- 
tion is lovked upon as serious. The New 
York market is now, itis said, folly controlled 
by. bulls, Mr, Theodore Price having joined 
them. He has made a grave statement that 
the Washington Bureau t%timate, to be issned 
this week, will be’ dottored ‘to sait’ political 
exigencies.
